Oregon turned down two re- 
publican corgressmen yesterday. and elect- 
ec two men who ran purely upon the silver 
issue. \ | | 

The decided opposition to Mr. Cleveland's 


‘financial policy in the senate was one of 


the causes for the rebuke administered to 
him today in the passage of the river and 
harbor bill over his veto. But five sena- 
tors voted to sustain his act. 

The news from Oregon has caused great 
alarm among the republicans and particu- 


larly in the ranks of the McKinley mana- 


gers. 

Grosvenor, who has conducted McKinley’s 
Campaign from here, told one of his col- 
leagues today that he greatly feared this 
free coinage tidal wave. ‘It looks to me,” 
said he, ‘“‘that nothing can stop it. It seems 
to be sweeping the country like a prairie 
fire."’ 

“You are not, apprehensive of McKinley's 
election, are Seta asked his colleague.

Senator Allison says 
there is no more able or upright man in 
Iowa, adding that the only thing he can 
criticise is his politics.

OVER THE VETO IT WENT. 


THE SENATE FOLLOWS THE EX- 
AMLE OF THE HOUSE 


And the River and Harbor Appropria- 


tions Are a Law Without the 
President’s Signature. 


Washington, June 3.—(Special.)—The sen- 
ate went the house one better today and 
by odds of eleven to one passed the river 
and harbor bill over the president's veto. 
Thus the big bill becomes a law. , 

The vote was 56 to 5. The five were 
Bate of Tennessee, Clinton, of Texas, 
Hill of New York, Smith of New Jersey 
and Vilas of Wisconsin. Senator Hill not 
only voted against the measure, but de- 
fended the president in a speech. Just why 
he never explained, but he seems to be 
supporting the president in all things these 
days. | 

The fact that but five senators voted to 
sustain the veto created much surprise. 
It looks very much like a rebuke to the 
president for his abuse of the veto power. 

Debate and Vote. 


The debate preceding the vote occupied 
about four hours. Speeches in favor of 
overriding the veto were made by Senators 
Vest, Sherman, Pettigrew of South Dakota, 
Berry of Arkansas, Stewart of Nevada, 
Hawley of Connecticut, and Butler of North 
Carolina. Speeches in favor of sustaining 
the veto were made by Senators Smith, 
Vilas, Bate and Hill—the latter introduxing 
a joint resolution to amend the constitution 
by giving the president power to veto any 
item in an appropriation bill—a power 
which the constitution of the state of New 
York gives to the governor of that state. 
Mr. Pettigrew’s speech characterized the 
veto power as a retic of the past, which had 
no place in a free government. He de- 
nounced the president: in severe terms, 
charging him with an utter disregard of his 
sacred oath of office, with overriding the 
laws, influencing congressmen ‘by the use 
of patronage, enriching hfs favorites at the 
public expense, and, in fact, permitting no 
restraint but his imperial will.

the vote to be taken at 1 o’clock. The points 
in discussion were as.to the number of bat- 
tleships and as to the contract price for 
armor plate. : 

Mr. Vest opened the debate upon the 


¥, question of passing the bill over the presi- 
dent’s veto. 


He said that there were state- 
ments in the president’s message as to 
which; with all due respect to the presi- 
dent and his office, something should be 
said in defense of the two houses of con- 


gress. He should endeaovr to say just as 


much about the bill and the message as 


“Was absolutely necessary and no more. 


While unquestionably the president of the 
United States had the constitutional power 
to exercise his veto prerogative, it was no 
the idea of the constitution that that veto 
power should be exercised as one of the 
ordinary instrumentalities of administering 
the government. 

The veto power had been exercised only 
seven times in the first twenty-eight years 
of the government—twice by Washington, 
and five times by Madison; never by John 
Adams or Thomas Jefferson. 

Mr. Vest said he was puzzled to know 
to what the president alluded in speaking 
of private interests, but he supposed ...at 
it was a case of the destruction of the bar 
at the harbor of Brunswick, Ga., which had 
been undertaken by a private citizen, a 
lawyer, and where an additional depth of 
eight feet of water had been obtained at a 
cost of $30,000. This had been done in the 
face of the opposition of the army engin- 
eers. It was so remarkable a success that 
the conference committee had voted to ex- 
tend the contract. He was prepared to de- 
fend it and to say it was right, and that 
there should be no monopoly of engineering 
by army engineers. 

Mr. Sherman then gave reasons why he 
should vote for the passage of the bill, not- 
withstanding the president’s objections. He 
did not think that such an appropriation 
bill ought ever to be vetoed under any cir- 
cumstances. 

Mr. Smith, of New Jersey, differed from 
Senators Vest and Sherman on the subject 
of presidential vetoes, and reminded’ them 
that similar bills had been vetoed by Presi- 
dents Jackson, Tyler, Polk and Pierce, and 
that in 1876 President Grant senta protest 
to congress against a river and harbor bill 
which did not appropriate one-fifth of the 
amount appropriated in the pending bill. 

Mr. Vilas sounded a note of eaution. 
‘“‘Where is 'the money coming from?”he ask- 
ed. He knew that it had been saidin the 
senate and in the house, somewha reck- 
lessly, that there was money in the treas- 
ury, but that money, he said, was botrowed 
for the purpose only of maintaining the 
credit of the United States. 

Mr. Bate, of Tennessee, spoke in stnport 
of the veto and in opposition to thé pas- 
sage of the river and harbor Dill. 

Mr. Hill, of New York, upheld the ‘eto 
power against the criticisms upon it ind 
reminded the democratic side of the chan- 
ber that President Jackson had inauguraed 
tne vetoing of river and harbor bills, ha- 
ing in 1882 returned to congress one with ks 
objections. : 

Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, though 
that Mr. Hill’s proposed amendment wa, 
quite consistent with the senator’s action 
and vote yesterday against the bond bill.

THEY HISSED THE

Chairman Long, in Addressing the 
Kentucky Democrats, 


MADE A VERY BAD BREAK 


When He Thought Praise of Carlisle 
Would Be Heard with Approval. 


SENATOR BLACKBURN IN HIS GLORY 


Makes a Speech to the Convention 
and ‘Says He Is the Happiest 
Man in the World. 


Lexington, Ky., June 3.—(Special.)—“T 
have lived a long time, but I never thought 
I would live to bo as happy as I am to- 
day.”’ 

These were the words which fell from 
the lips of Senator Blackburn when he arose 
to address the democratic state conventior 
which convened here this afternoon. They 
struck a responsive chord in the hearts 
of the hundreds of silver advocates present, 
and for two minutes they cheered so lustily 
that the senator could not be heard. 

It was a grand triumph for Blackburn, 
and right worthily did he wear his laurels, 
No conqueror was ever more generous to 
a fallen fce. While he admonished his 
friends who had won the victory to sur- 
render nothing they had gained thereby, 
he advised them to be generous as well as 
just, and to forgive the erring sinners 
and welcome them back into the demo- 
cratic fold, so that Kentucky might once 
more take her place at the head of the 
column of d«moeratic states. 

Almost Hissed Him Down. 

The convention was called to order at 2 
o’clock by State Chairnian Tong, a goldite. 

Chairman Long was the first to exper- 
fence the ill-will of the free coinage men. 
In closing his address, he said: 

“Grover Cleveland stands today as the 
equal in devotion to the best interests of 
our’ government and faithful service of 


any president that has preceded him, and 


the country is indebted to the democratic 
party for -his election, and I doubt not 
that the convention will give him their 
votes.”’ 

This was the signal for a scene. The 
delegates yelled and shouted and created 
such a disturbance that the chairman 
could scarcely proceed, and when he said: 
“John G. Carlisle stands before the Amer- 
jan people as one of the purest and ablest 
statesnren,’’ they drowned his voice with 
hoots and yells. 

Nominating Officers. 

Nominations for temporary chairman be- 
ing in order, John 8S. Rhea, for the silver 
men, presented the name of Charles J. 
Bronston for temporary chairman, and 
Colonel Bennett H. Young, goldbug, nom- 
inated Judge Alex P. Humphrey, 

He could scarcely be heard and the 
chairman rebuked the delegates for their 
discourtesy. 

Bronston won by a big majority. The 
vote, which shows the strength of silver 
in the convention, was: Bronston, 691; 
Humphrey, 206. 

Mr. Bronston then addressed the con- 
vention, and after he had finished his 
address, John S. Rhea, the noted free 
silver orator, was called for, He respond- 
ed in a three-minute speech, counseling 
harmony. : 

Then Senator Blackburn appeared on 
the platform. The delegates rose as one 
man, waved their hats, unrbrellas, hand- 
kerchiefs, or whatever else they had 
handy, and cheered for several minutes 
before they would allow him to speak. The 
senator told of his years of service to the 
party and said that while he had suffered 
much at the hands of democrats who op- 


| posed the policy he advocated, he bore 


them no ill-will, and he had no animosity 
against those who had — him so 
bitterly. He counseled harmony and urged 
his friends to be generous in this, the 


hour of their victory, and to unite with 


the opposition, but without surrendering 
any of the prirciples for which they had 
fought so bravely.

The silver men have always estimated a 
half-and-half result in this state, but all 
indications are that the state convention 
will be overwhelmingly for silver. 

Fifty-six counties have elected delegates 
to the state convention. Of these fifty-four, 
that is all except two, have instructed their 
delegates for silver. They have sent strong 
silver men to the convention and adopted 
ringing silver resolutions.

IN HIS INSIDE POCKET 


SENATOR DANIEL HAS THE VIR- 
GINIA PLATFORM.  — 


Free Coinage and the Unit Rule Will 
Be Adopted—The Gold Men 
Have No Chance. 


Staunton, Va., June 3.—Nearly all of the 
members of the democratic state conven- 
tion, which meets here tomorrow, are on 
the ground tonight. 

The silver men number 1,300 of the 1,600 
delegates. They held a conference tonight 
in Columbian hall. This was presided over 
by Mr. Pettitt, of Fluvania. Senator Dan- 
jel and Representatives Swanson and 
Peter J. Otey were present. Mr. Daniel 
was given an ovation. 

The conference, which was probably at- 
tended by 400 silver delegates, adopted a 
resolution authorizing each congressional 
district to appoint three menrbers of a 
silver steering committee. The object of 
this committee is to recommend what steps 
shall be taken on adopting the unit rule 
and other measures to promote the success 
of the dominant wing of the party.

Massali 
killed three scouts before he gave up the

The killing of Massai will be ‘heard with 
delight by all of the inhabitants of south- 
ern Arizona and New Mexico, for he was 
a red-handed murderer, treacherous and 
powerful with the disorderly element of 
the Gan Carlos redskins.

At St. Louis 
Massai escaped from the train and was 
never recaptured. . 


SUICIDE OF A STUDENT. 


R. C. Reeves Shoots Himself with a

But the prosperity did not 
come. Mr. Cleveland’s promises were un- 
fulfilled. ‘The truth is,’’ said the speaker, 
“Mr. Cleveland could not have gone about 
the destruction of the democratic party in 
@ more sure way than by the policy which 
he has pursued.’”’ The speaker criticised 
the president for rot calling congress in 
extra session immediately after taking his 
seat. When the repeal did come, the coun. 
try went on a complete gold basis if it had 
not been there before. Mr. Colquitt criti- 
cised the bankers of the east who assume 
that they are the only persons in this 
country who know anything about finance. 
“The country has gone from bad to worse,” 
said he. ‘‘Prices of everything except gold 
have fallen until there is searcely a thing 
sold in the stores of Atlanta today which 


* brings as much as it costs to manufacture 


it.” He cited cotton goods as an illustra- 


~ thon. The manufacturers themselves state 


that they are losing money. Ninety per 
cent of the cost of cotton goods is labor. 
If cotton goods are falling in price, it fol- 
‘lows that the labor which makes the goods 
is getting less than formerly. 

“Go through the great Equitable building 
and you will find scarcely a man in it 
who is making money except the insur- 
ance agents and the managers of loan 
companies. But the day will come when 
even those corporations will find that they 
cannot thrive when the great mass of the 
people are working for less and less 
money.” 

The speaker stated that he firmly believ- 
ed that the Chicago convention would de- 
clare for free and independent cvinage at 
16 10 1. He added that he did not believe 
that even McKinley could defeat a frec 
coinage demccratic candidate for president. 
For himself he would be glad to hear from 
the single standard advocates how the 
country could prosper by continuing under 
the present system. 

Colonel Arnold Hits Them Hard. 

Colonel Reuben Arnold was next pre- 
sented. He denied that he was from At- 
lanta, saying that he was a Fulton county 
farmer. Being a farmer, he felt good be- 
cause of rhe rains. All he wanted was 
more money, é€specially silver money. He 
wanted to know as a farmer why the silver 
Gollar was called a Gishcnest dollar. It 
rings better than the gold dollar. it has 
never stolen anything. It will buv as 
much cotton, wheat or anything else as 
it ever would. ‘“‘They call it a debased 
dollar. How? Isn’t it the money of- the 
constitution? It’s the money of the peopk:, 
of the common people, and the people oz 
the country, one of wnich I hope I am. 
(Laughter.) It's been a Tong time since 
I had a gold dollar. I don’t know whether 
I would take one if it was offered to me 
unless We were introduced. (Langnter.)

street and then to Lombard street. Even 
old Brother Cleveland can't keep it in this 
country. Brother Cleveland, the old ex- 
democrat, can’t keep it on his side. We 
farmers are afraid of Mr. Cleveland now- 
adays. We distrust him when he tells us 
to rely only on the gold doliar. He has 
done more to break up the democratic 
party than the republicans ever did. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“We require more than one kind of 
money. Suppose we had only one road to 
Atlanta. All we farmers couldn’t travel it, 
because it would be so crowded that we 
couldn’t get along. They say that they will 
let us have a Httle silver for change—but 
it is dishonest and our change would be 
debased. (Laughter.) Some fellow’ said 
that if we started free coinage the world 
would dump its silver on us. Well, let it 
dump. I wish they would. (Laughter.) 
Ickelheimer couldn’t buy it and bring it 
over here without a loss. When he began 
to buy it over there, silver would go up 
and up. 

“Why did they demonetize silver when it 
was at a premium over gold? Mr. Carlisle 
sail it was the gigantic crime of the age. 
He is good authority with the goldbugs, 
It was a crime and it ought to be indicta- 
ble. 

“From the time Andrew Jackson struck 
down the United States bank, this country 
became prosperous. It grew wealthier, It 
increased 400 per cent in wealth from 1840 
to 1860. 

Silver Has Won the Fight. 

“Suppose we were to get on a gold plat- 
form, what would we farmers do without 
a gold dollar in our pockets? We would 
not know how to fight for that kind of a 
platform. Suppose we put up Cleveland 
and the republicans nominate Mclhinley 
Then the Wall street fellows would feel 
that they were all right, for they would 
win either way. 

“The democratic party couldn't carry & 
southern or a western state or any other 
state on a gold platform. There is not the 
slightest chance that way. Why, McKinley 
would run a pretty good race down in 
this country against Cleveland. I have 
heard numbers of democrats say they 
would vote for McKinley before they 
would for Cleveland. 

“But silver has the fight won. 

“It is on top. The fire is in the woods 
and the wind is blowing our way. I would 
not be surprised if silver captures a New 
England state. Half of Maine is for free 
silver. Look at Kentucky. Mr. Carlisle, a 
great man and a statesman, tried to make 
Kentucky a gold state, but he could not do 
it. Alabama, Illinois, Mississippi, Missouri 
and Iowa have gone for free silver. Vir- 
ginia is going for it. They say that Ohio 
is going for silver. too. Colonel Brice says 
that Ohio is gone and it is the fault of 
Cleveland. Brice says that it is because 
Cleveland is bull-headed. The president is 
set in his opinions. Don't you see how he 
does what he pleeses with his cabinet. It 
strikes me that if I had been in his cabi- 
net—which, of course, being a farmer, I 
never dreamed of—I would have said that 
I could not go back on silver. It is the 
money of the people.” 

Colonel Arnold touched on unconditional 
repeal and state banks. He declared that 
all the legislation since the war has been 
in favor of increasing the purchasing pow- 
er of the dollar. “You all know the effect 
of that. If you gave a mortgage five years 
ago, you will have to make twice as large a 
crop to pay it as was necessary when the 
mortgage was made. Your property is 
decreasing. You get less for your work. 
They say that the gold standard is best 
for the poor man. But he can't get the 
gold. They talk about the gold dollar being 
worth more. But he don’t get the dollar. 
They reduce his wages and squeeze him 
as long as he can stand it. They are mak- 
ing the rich man richer and the poor man 
poorer. When Ben Tillman states this they 
call him an anarchist. 

“There is not, in my opinion, a truer 
patriot in this country than Ben Tillman, 
of South Carolina. (Applause.) 

“They say Tillman is an anarchist. They 
said Jefferson was an anarchist. They 
denounced Andrew Jackson as a duelist 
and a gambler, but he despised a mean 
act and was a patriot. He was the friend 
of the people and fought for them. 


Why: Follow England? 


“Do you want monarchies, satraps and 
a few immensely rich with -the masses 
begging for bread in the shadow of the 
palaces of the rich?” 

Colonel Arnold returned to Tillman, say- 
ing he would vote for Tillman for presi- 
dent before he would for a ‘great many 
people. He would be glad to see Tillman 
president. 

Colonel Arnold invited republicans and 
populists to join the democrats in this 
campaign for silver. 

“I have no special personal interest in 
this issue more than any other farmer. 
If we have good rains, I can make a liy- 


‘ing on my little farm. But F want to see 


the people prosper. Do you want a gold 
basis because England has it? Do you 
want lords and dukes because England has 
them? 

“They say that they are for gilver, too. 
Mr. Smith the other day said that he did 
not want Mr. Eckels to debate with Colo- 
nel Robertson because he could not see 
any issue. But Mr. Eckels came down and 
argued for a single gold standard all the 
way through.”’ 3 

Colonel Arnold said that the bond busi- 
ness was a trick to contract the! currency 
and they are laughing in their sleeves at 
having already contracted it $262,000, 000. 
Another object is to keep down the value 
of property. Colonel Arnold aske@ if there 
was any one in the house who had a 
gold dollar in his pocket. Not a hand 
was held up. Then he inquired how many 
had silver in their pockets. A hundred 
hands went up. 

‘There is not gold enough in this meet- 
ing to’buy a glass of cider,’’ the speaker 
exclaimed, and theaudience laughed hear- 
tily. 

Colonel Arnold told of Moses breaking 
the tablet when he discovered the golden 
calf. ‘‘Moses was so outraged that he 
broke the commandments of heaven. He 
was indignant at the goldbugs of his day.” 

Colonel Arnold made many strong points 
in favor of a double standard and was 
applauded every few minutes. 

In closing he said that the democrats 
would sweep the country next fall and 
elect some good silver man president.

BONES WAS ACQUITTED. 


The Judge’s Ruling in the Case of Im- 


portance—The Verdict. 

Augusta, Ga., June 3,—(Special.)—After 
three days’ hearing in the superior court, 
which was throughout the time filled with 
interested friends of the parties and spec- 
tators, John P. Bones has been acquitted 
and is tonight a free man. 

The case has attracted great attention, 
both on account of the prominence of the 
young man who was charged with the 
crime and because of an important legal 
issue was involved. Bones was a cot- 
ton factor and borrowed $30,000 from Flem- 
ing & Thomas’s bank. He gave his note 
and as security 801 bales of cotton, and then 
gave the bank a warehouse receipt for the 
cotton and signed an agreement to sell 
the cotton for the bank and pay the pro- 
ceeds on the note. ; 

The defense claimed that it was essential 
to a pledge that it be actually delivered 
and that unless Bones had actually deliv- 
ered the bank 801 bales of cotton they could 
not make bailment of it back to Bone. As 
the bulk of the cotton business is carried 
on under this system, every bank, not only 
in Augusta, but wherever there is any cot- 
ton factory business, was deeply interested 
in the issue. 

On this point Judge Callaway ruled as 
follows: 

‘I charge you that where a warehouse 
man has cotton in his warehouse and de- 
sires to pledge the same to borrow money 
thereon, he issues his warehouse receipt 
for such cotton and deposits the same with 
the person tending him money as security 
therefore, intending such receipt to be 
symbolical of and to represent the cotton, 
and to effect a complete pledge of said cot- 
ton, as ‘between the parties themselves, it 
would be a good pledge of the cotton and 
the constructed delivery would take the 
place of actual delivery.’’ 

The evidence showed that while Bonbs 
pledged the 801 bales of cotton to the bank 
he had but thirty-five, and that only eleven 
of these were his own. The defense con- 
tended that he could only pledge what he 
had and could only receive back’ from the 
bank in trust what he had actually pledged. 
If there was any larceny after trust, it 
must be with reference to the elevén bales 
of his own cotton, which he had pledged 
to the bank and received back from the 
Dank to sell, and that he must have fraud- 
ulently converted the proceeds of these 
pales to his own use. 

The defense showed that Bones had paid 
to the bank much more than the value of 


' eleven bales and contended there was no 


fraudulent conversion. Tey admitted that 
Bones owned the bank $31,000 and that he 
had deceived the bank about the cotton in 
his warehouse, but that his offense did not 
meet the requirements of the statute defin- 
ing larceny after trust. They contended he 
had no intention to defraud the bank when 
he speculated in cotton futures, but on the 
contrary. expected to make money and be 
able to pay all he owed. They admitted 
that he did get the money from the bank 
and had not — it, but that this was a 
a ot larceny after trust.

The Troe Cause That Has Prompted Dr, 
Cleveland’s Resignation, 


NO FAULT FOUND WITH HIM 


Dr, Cleveland Talks of the Affair. 
Says He Will Probably Leave 
Atlanta.

Dr. T, P, Cleveland will not be pastor 
of the Fourth Presbyterian church, of this 
city, after the llth of this month, when a 
special meeting of the Atlanta Presbytery 
will be held for the purpose of consider- 
ing the resignation. 

While there seems to be a decided disaf- 
fection in the church, yet there are a great 
many of the members who are 
averse to givin Dr. Cleveland 


up, and will., use every means 


in their power to keep him. The whole 


membership is by no means against the 
pastor, yet, notwithstanding this fact, Dr. 
Cleveland will not remain in his present 
capacity, 

The pastor’s resignation has been tender- 
ed, and will be acted on at the called 
meeting of the presbytery. The congrega- 
tion has no voice in the matter, except to 
concur with the pastor in having the resig- 
nation accepted, 

According to the rules of the Presbyterian 
church, all such cases must be taken before 
the presbytery before a settlement can be 
reached. At the expiration of ten days 
after the resignation is tendered a congre- 
gational meeting must be held, which is 
presided over by a moderator chosen from 
an outside church. A vote is then taken 
as to whether the congregation will concur 
with the pastor on the dissolution of the 
church relationship, but not on the ac- 
ceptance of the resignation itself. 

If the vote is favorable, a committee is 
appointed from the membership to accom- 
pany the pastor before the presbytery and 
request that the pastoral ties be broken. 
This congregational meeting will be held 
at the Fourth church next Sunday morning. 
The moderator will preach the regular ser- 
mon, after which the vote of the congre- 
gation will be taken on the resignation of 
Dr. Cleveland. 

Reasons for the Resignation. 
The true reason for the action of the 
deecons and elders two weeks ago, when 
they voted for a change in the pastorate, 
has come to light, and in no way reflects 
en the efficiency or sincerity of Dr, Cleve- 
land. . 

One of the leading officers of the church 
stated yesterday that the poverty of the 
church had prompted the change. It seems 
that the members have not been able for 
some reason or other to keep up the pas- 
tor’s salary, and they do not feel that it 
is right to hold Dr. Cleveland under the 
present circumstances. 

There seems to be a decided difference 
of opinion among the members, though, 
as to this phase of the difficulty. The pas- 
tor has many loyal friends who will stick 
to him to the last, and will do everything 
in their power to prevent the resignation 
being accepted. There are also others who 
are of the opinion that a change in the 
pastorate would be better for the general 
welfire of the church, 

A Deacon Talks. 

One of the most prominent deacons of 
the church was interviewec by a Constitu- 
tion representative yesterday afternoon, 
and had the following to say of the resig- 
hation of Dr. Cleveland: 

“There is not a single member of che 
church,” said he, ‘“‘but who regrets to see 
Dr. Cleveland leave. We have not the 
slightest fault to find with his work, and 
he is a gentleman we all respect and love. 
But some of us think that it would be bet- 
ter if a change were made. There is an 
unwritten law in our church which is to 
the effect that no minister shall have 
charge of one church more than ten years, 
and Dr. Cleveland has now been here 
eleven. A new man might stimulate a new 
interest in the church. Then we have not 
kept up his salary as we ought to have 
done, and, of eourse, this fact has often 
placed him in a very embarrassing i. 
tion. The congregational vote will be 
taken next Sunday, and it may be pessible 
that the majority will be in favor of ‘e- 
taining the present pastor.”’ 

Dr. Cleveland Interviewed. 


Dr. Cleveland was seen at his home, on 
Yonge street, by a Constitution reporter 
yesterday afternoon, and talked very free- 
ly of his resignation. 

‘I believe,’’ said he, “that my resignation 
will be accepted. It is entirely in the 
hands of the presbytery, and there are 
often times when that body does not act 
favorably on some resignations, but I do 
not think such will be the case with mine. 

“There is a dissatisfaction in the church, 
and, of course, I would not remain unless 
something very unforseen turns up. I have 
been told that the reason for the action 
on the part of some of the elders and 
deacons was prompted by their inability 
to pay my salary. J] am confident ihat I 
have a great many loyal friends in the 
church, who would stick to me to the last, 
but it is a small church, you know, and 
I do not believe it would prosper with a 


divided membership. 

“T do not know what I will do after I 
finish my work here. I am in correspon- 
dence with one or two churches, but have 
never as yet received any official calls. I 
do not know whether I will remain in At- 
lanta or not, but think it most probable 
that I will go to some other field.”

SAY THEY WERE STRANGERS. 


Citizens of Columbus Did Not Recog- 
nize the Features of the Mob. 


Columbus, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—The 
tragic deeds of Monday are still all the talk 
in Columbus, and the fact that Governor 
Atkinson has offered such large rewards 
as he has for the arrest and conviction of 
those implicated in the lynching, adds to 
the excitement. ea 

The grand jury of the county may make 
an investigation of the affair Monday, »ut 
this has not been officially announced. It 
is not known whether or not they will 
be specially charged on the subject of the 
lynchings, However, Judge Butt has not 
given out that he will charge the jury 


again on this subject. 

Just what effect Governor Atkinson's 
proclamation as to the rewards for the ap- 
prehension of the first ten men in the Case, 
who actively participated in the affair will 
have is not known, The outcome of it will 
be awaited with intense interest. 

Trere is one particular feature of Mon- 
Cay’s happenings which has been the talk 


ot the town ever since. The majority of 


the mob who did the lynching. in fact near- 
ly all of them, were utter strangers. Old 
and well-known citizens who have lived 
kere for years say that they did not know 
a single person who actively participated 


in the proceedings. Then it was very diffi- 


cult to distinguish the participants from 


the spectators. 
Jailer Phelps, who was covered with guns 


and forced to lead the way to Will Miles’s 


cell, says that he did not know one of the 
party. “They were all ‘itter strangers 


‘to me,’’ he declared shortly after the oc- 


currence. 

“TI was not in the least excited during 
the affair,’’ remarked a gentleman to your 
correspondent. ‘“‘While it was going on I 
rode through the scene of the excitement 
on* a belt line car, and rode out Tenth 
street when the mob was going that way. 


'I quietly examined the faces of the lynch- 


ers, out of curiosity, and I was struck with 
the fact that I did not. know a sing!e cne 
of them.” 

Numerous other like instances occurred. 
The great majority of persons were 50 
carried away with the excitement of the 
occasion that they ost sight /of people in 
watching the proceedings. It Was an oc- 
casion of utter confusion and general ex- 
citement, and while the tragic events of 
the occasion risa up with sharp distinctness 
in one’s memory, yet the identity of the 
actcrs in the realistic drama is, as a usual 
thing, utterly forgotten. Memory calls to 
time only a fiercely shouting. wild-looking 
mob of enraged men, brandishing winches- 
ters and pistols and sweeping everything 
like a cyclone. 

In a few seconds after the first shot was 
fired the streets were one surging mass 
of excited people. Such a scene had never 
been witnessed in Columbus before, and 
it is hoped will mever be seen again. Yet 
the fact remains that there were some 
spectators out of the immense multitude, 
no matter how few, who knew some of the 
active members of the mob. 

As stated above, however. such utter 
confusion reigned that the number of peo- 
ple who recognized any of the lynchers out 
of the mob itself was probably very few 
indeed. : 

Judge Butt remarked this afternoon that 
the mob that toek the prisoner from the 
courtroom was not as large as reported. 
The judge places the number of real active 
lynchers much below the general calcula- 
tion, saying that the actual participants did 
not make any large crowd; hunt then it 
was very difficult to distinguish the real 
actors in the tragedy from the mere spec- 
tators, the. confusion and..excitement Was 
so great. |

Colonel Denson Will Urge That Taylor 
Delk Be Given a New Trial. 


A DECISION EXPECTED TODAY

The Case Will Be Argued in Jackson 
This Morning Hfore Judge 
Beck in’ Chambers. 


Judge Beck will render a decision in the 
motion for new trial in the Taylor Delk 
case this afternoon in Jackson. 

Colonel W. H. Denson will leave early 
this morning far Jackson, and will argue 
the motion in behalf of Delk.

These 
affidavits were secured from some of the 
most prominent citizens of Pike county 
by Attorney Haden, of the defense, and 
the speedy trial is condemned ii no uncer- 
tain words. 

The affidavits will prove to be the feat- 
ure of the arguments, and will no doubt 
be carefully considered by Judge Beck. 

“I have found that many of the best cit- 
izens of Pike county condemn the hasty 
trial,” said Attorney Haden yesterday, 
“and the affidavits were easily obtained. 
I haven’t the slightest doubt in my mind 
that old Taylor Delk is perfectly inno- 
cent of the charges, and I will fight the 
case through all the courts if necessary. 

‘When Taylor Delk was seen several days 
after the shooting he wore an overcoat. 
He was questioned about the coat, and 
Stated that he borrowed it from a negro 
the next day, as he was in his shirt sleeves 
and did not dare to go back to the house 
to get his coat. This negro has been sub- 
poenaed, and will testify that Delk’s state- 
ment is true. 

“The only evidence against Taylor Delk 
that was tendered in the trial was that 
his voice was heard in the house. Now, I 
have no attack to make on the witnesses 
who swore to this, but I will leave it with 
any unprejudiced jury whether or not a 
man who is greatly excited could swear 
positiveiy whose voice he might hear in a 
house while guns were being fired every 
minute. 

‘“‘Another point we will make in our favor 
is furnished in the affidavits given us by 
the attorneys appointed by the court to 
defend Delk. These lawyers were all young 
men who had just been admitted to the 
bar, and none of them had practiced for 
more than twelve months. They themselves 
sta#%e they were inexperienced and their 
affidavits will be used in the next trial.” 

The result of the argument will be watch- 
ed with interest by the entire state, and 
rant pressure will be ‘brought to bear 

pon Judge Beck. On account of the length 
of the motion and the number of affidavits 
in the case Judge Beck may reserve his 
decision, but the attorneys in the case ex- 
pect him to decide the matter this after- 
noon.

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The Anti-Bond Bill. 

The anti-bond bill has passed the sen- 
ate and now goes tothe house. The bill 
fis intended for the protection of the 
people, and prohibits the further issue 
of bonds by the executive branch of the 
government without special provision in 
each case by the people’s congress. 

The measure ought to pass the house, 
but the house is republican by an over- 
whelming majority. This practically 
settles the fate of the bill, which is a 


purely democratic provision for the pro- 


tection of the people against presidents 
who are inclined to recklessly disregard 
the people's rights. 

The republican house will reject it for 
the simple reason that it is a democratic 
Bneasure, conceived in the interest of the 

cople. Naturally it has been opposed 
bythe cuckoo contingent, and, just as 
naturally, it will be opposed by the re- 
publicans in the house, who just as cer- 
tainly represent the money power as the 
cuckoos represent Clevelandism. 

The republican party is for the single 
gold standard, and is, therefore, in favor 
of all the inevitable results of that sys- 
tem—bond issues, currency contraction 
and the whole brood of disturbing and 


. distressing evils that follow after a cur- 


rency famine, Consequently the repub- 
lican party in the house will oppose the 


' measure to protect the people and their 


posterity from the recklessness of bond- 
issuing presidents. 

Fortunately the action of the republi- 
tans on this measure will give the dem- 
wcrats another issue to present to the 
people in the campaign of this year—an 
issue almost as important as the restora- 
tion of silver. For the power to issue 
Ponds which the president now claims 
and exercises, goes to the very root’ of 
our system of government, and involves 
the rights and liberties of the people. 

We ask nothing better than that the 
republican majority in the house of rep- 
resentatives shall say to the people: “We 
do not believe your representatives have 
any right to cry ‘halt’ to a president 
who is ready and willing to issue bonds 
for the benefit of the gold sharks. Let 
his power be unrestricted!’ 

That will be the meaning of republi- 
can defeat of the measure providing that 
the Sanction of the people’s representa- 
tives shall be necessary before the execu- 
tive can lawfully issue bonds. 

It should be borne in mind that Mr. 
Cleveland, acting in behalf of the gold 
Syndicates of Wall street, has recklessly 
issued bonds in the face of the declara- 
tion of the judiciary committee of the 
house, made up of members of his own 
party, that his power to increase the 
public debt was doubtful under the law. 
More than that, he has recklessly issued 

bonds in the face of the fact that the 
people’s representatives in congress have 
twice flatly refused to give him undoubt- 


_-€d power to issue bonds at the will and 


pleasure of the gold syndicates. 
Consequently the question has become 
pressing and important: Shall an exec- 
utive have the power to mortgage the 
substance of the people now living and 
the generations yet to come? The ques- 
tion is not personal to Mr. Cleveland, 
but his persistence in jssuing bonds in 
obedience to the demands and manipula- 
tions of the Rothschilds and other in- 
ternational bankers “has brought the is- 
Sue to the front and it will remain there 
until it is settled favorably to the in- 
terests of the people. 
The power to issue bonds involves the 
power to levy taxes, and this carries 
with it the power to destroy. Mr. Cleve- 
land has already issued bonds to the 
amount of $200,000,000, and whenever 
the gold syndicates of this country and 
urope create what, he and his; friends 
‘re pleased to term “an emergency,” he 
Ul issue any amountiof bonds that the

| ploying his doubtful power and led on 
by his keen desire to propitiate the 
money power by obeying its commands, 
Mr. Cleveland might have just as easily 
issued bonds to the extent of two hun- 
dred billions. He would have had the 
cuckoos on his side, and the time-serv- 
ers and sycophants who flutter around 
him in Washington. The subsidized or- 
gans of the money power would have 
applauded him just as lustily. 

In short, Mr. Cleveland may well ex- 
claim with Lord Clive: “By God, sir! I 
am amazed at my moderation!’ 

In the hands of a president entirely 
unscrupulous this doubtful power to is- 
sue bonds could be employed to wreck 
and destroy the republic. It could be 
employed to make the people the slaves 
of the money power for forty genera- 
tions to come. Billions of dollars of 
wealth yet to be created could be turned 
over to the rich bankers of the world 
to be held in the shape of interest-bear- 
ing mortgages called bonds—a lien upon 
the substance and resources of the peo- 
ple of the country for hundreds of years. 

This power, however doubtful it may 
be, is fatal to the prosperity and hopes 
of the people when placed in the hands 
of an unscrupulous president, and no 
ruler of the people should be subjected 
to the temptations that such a power 
places in his way. 

The power to raise revenue, to levy 
taxes, to increase the public debt, should 
reside wholly in the hands of the duly 
elected representatives of the people, 
and should never, under any circum- 
stances, be farmed out to presidents or 
secretaries of the treasury. 

The democratic people of Georgia owe 
a debt of gratitude to Senator Bacon for 
his eloquent and masterly exposition of 
this bond question. His speech in favor 
of the measure that has just passed the 
senate is an able defense of the people, 
and the whole question is made so plain 
that thé dullest mind can understand it. 

Finish the Count Saturday. 

It is to be hoped that the sub-commit- 
tee of the county democratic executive 
committee, having in charge the man- 
agement of Saturday’s primary, will ar- 
range for a completion of the count of 
the vote on Saturday night. 

There is but one way in which the 
count can be completed by 12 o'clock 
Saturday night, and that is by putting 
enough clerks to work, under the direc- 
tion of the managers of the several poll- 
ing places, to finish it with as little de- 
lay as possible. If one set, of clerks 
cannot finish the count by midnight, thus 
rendering it necessary to wait until Mon- 
day to complete the work, two or three 
sets should be assigned to the,task, for 
aside from the annoyance and. uncer- 
tainty incident to the delay caused by 
Sunday intervening, it is best to dispose 
of the work at one sitting in order that 
there may be no possible ground for 
complaint at the result of the count. 

Both the second and the sixth wards 
have more than 1,500 registered voters, 
while the first and fifth have about 1,000 
each. As the polls do not close until ,7 
o'clock Saturday evening, it will be a 
most difficult, if not impossible under- 
taking for one set of clerks to finish the 
count by midnight, at which time, if un- 
finished, the ballot boxes and _ tally 
sheets must be sealed and the count re- 
sumed on Monday. . 

While it is not doubted that everything 
will be conducted perfectly fairly, the 
delaved count would be an encourage- 
ment to’kicking and to complaint. The 
sub-committee in charge of the primary 
has done its work so admirably so far 
that it should remove the last vestige 
that remains as a ground for possible 
complaint and contention. Let tbe com- 
mittee select two or three corps of ¢a- 
pable and trustworthy clerks in the 
wards with the heaviest registrations, 
and in this manner the count can be 
completed by midnight, and the people 
will be prepared to accept the result 
without complaint or contention. 
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Let the People of Georgia Speak! 

A few counties have already acted un- 
der the call of the democratic state ex- 
ecutive committee for a state convention, 
aud the result foreshadows an _ over- 
whelming victory for those who oppose 
the single gold standard and in favor of 
the remonetization of silver.

Di- 
plomas were presented ‘to thirty-one 
promising young graduates, who had 
completed the prescribed course of study 
during the year and who acquitted them- 
selves in a manner which emphasized 
the high character of the institution, 
Much credit is due the efficient princi- 
pal of the school, Professor W. M. Sla- 
ton, who has labored zealously to im- 
prove its standard and promote the 
good work in the community. 

Under a recent decision of the board 
of education the Boys’ High school will 
be reorganized, after the expiration of 
the present term, on what is known as 
the departmental or collegiate basis. 
This is regarded as a step in the right 
direction and one which assures the 
continued growth and prosperity of the 
School. The adoption of this improved 
System will be signalized by the entrance 
of the school into the new and hand- 
some quarters which are now in process 
of construction and which will be 
finished by the 1st of September. 

One of the most important features of 
Atlanta’s public school system is the 
night school, under the able supervision 
of Professor W. A. Bass, who is also 
the assistant superintendent. Hundreds 
of bright, ambitious young Atlanta boys, 
who are forced to contribute something 
to the support of large families and who, 
for other reasons, are not able to attend 
the day schools, are thus given the 
practical benefit of a thorough system 
of instruction. This branch of the pub- 
lic school system of Atlanta deserves to 
be encouraged. 

The graduating exercises of the Girls’ 
High school, which occur this evening, 
will close the work of that school for the 
year. This will be followed by the final 
examinations in the several grammar 
schools of the city on Friday morning, 
after which silence will reign in the 
neiglrborhoed of those buildings and the 
tay of the bell will not be heard again 
until next September.

In releasing all the offgnders who par- 
ticipated in the famous raid upon the 
Dutch republic in south Africa with the 
exception of the four men who took a 
leading part in that affair, President 
Kruger has shown a conciliatory and 
magnanimous disposition. 

Without betraying the least sign of 
weakness in the resolute position which 
he has taken in regard to punishment 
of the offenders ‘he has repelled the seri- 
ous charge which was made against him 
to the effect that, in detaining these 
prisoners, he was actuated by a vindic- 
tive spirit. 

Such has not been the case. In a most 
effective manner President Kruger has 
emphasized his position in the matter 
and put a stop to the volubility of his 
crities. 

Irom the beginning of his administra- 
tion President Kruger has beer charac- 
terized by a firm, dignified and judicious 
administration. He has opposed all ef- 
forts on the part of Great Britain to ex- 
tend her rule beyond the limits of her 
own lawful possessions in south Africa 
and has steadily maintained the honor 
of the little Dutch republic. 

Not until England has taken definite 
action in regard to the recent affair in 
the Transvaal will President Kruger re- 
linquish the men Who were engaged as 
the leaders in that raid. In justice to 
the government over which he presides 
it is necessary to exact punishment of 
some kind.

Serious Boycott. 

Perhaps the most serious boycott 
Which this country has known in years 
is the one reported from Milwaukee, 
Wis. 

On account of some misunderstanding 
between the street railway company 
and the citizens of Milwaukee, a gener- 
al boycott was agreed upon several 
weeks ago. The situation was still fur- 
ther embarrassed by a strike on the 
part of the motormen and conductors, 
who put in a demand for higher wages. 

This phase of the difficulty, however, 
was soon overcome by obtaining experi- 
enced men from other cities; and, after a 
brief interruption, the cars began to 
move along the streets as usual. 

Not so easily settled, however, was 
the difficulty which the boycott entailed 
upon the company; for, after providing 
cars for the accommodation of the public 
it became necessary to provide patrons 
to fill these cars. 

A whole month has passed and yet 
these patrons have not been forthcom- 
ing. In the meantime there has been 
a general suspension of business. Trade 
and manufacture are both at a standstill 
and the situation is most distressing. 

Notwithstanding this long continued 
boycott there has been no relaxation on 
the part of the street car officials and 
the service has not been suspended for 
a single day. The game is a tosing one, 
however, for the company, and there is 
no telling what the result will be. The 
operating expenses of the railway sys- 
tem are not less than $3,000 a day whilg 
the receipts are scarcely more than $50. 
Frequent overtures for a settlement 
have been made and yet none of these 
have been accepted. The strikers have 
yielded their demand for increased 
wages, but the company refyses to take 
them back excépt as they are needed. 

Unless something is done to relieve 
this embarrassment in Milwaukee there 
are likely to be serious results. From 
present indications the company is likely 
to yield first on account of its heavy 
financial losses, but as yet there has 
been no declaration to this _ effect. 
Though a corresponding loss has been 
entailed upon the public, due to a paral- 
ysis of trade, the people can stand this 
embarrassment much better than the 
company.

One does not have to search far these 
days to find evidence that the gold standard 
people acknowledge that they are defeated. 
Of course a few of the ultra-cuckoo or-

*‘Too much praise,” said he, “cannot be 
given to the militia, and that the lynching 
occurred was certainly not the fault of 


‘the military authorities. From what 1 


have seen I am strongly-disposed to-criti- 
cise the civil authorities, for I do not -be- 
lieve they took sufficient pains and precau- 
tions to prevent such an outbreak. But 
certainly the soldier boys were not to 


biame. They had a very exciting experi-. 


ence of it on the nights when they guarded 
the jail, and but for the firmness of the 
officers and the unflinching bravery of the 
men, the mob would undoubtedly have 
succeeded in getting the negroes during 
these nights. Tt is next to impossible to 
realize the insults that were heaped upon 
those military boys by that mob. They 
would stand as close as they could, and, 
picking out soldiers whom they knew, 
would call them the vilest names and doa 
everything in their power to make the 
soldiers lose their heads.

The effect is 
nmrvarvelous; business is bouyant, the pulse 
of public faith is strong and regular; 
money abounds once more, and the recent 
shadow that hung over American credit 
has been cleared and brightened by finan- 
ciers who have paralyzed croakers and 
little skeptics. This is an epochal period— 
another gold age has dawned.” 

In the same paper the following quota- 
tions appear, viz: “‘July cotton, 8.08; wheat, 
66 8-8; corn, 314%; oats, 21%4; pork, 10.50; sides, 
5.3/;: lard, 5.77.” 

Today: Cotton, 7.42; wheat, 55%; corn, 
27; oats, 1744; pork, 6.80; lard 4.10; sides, 3.62. 

I cannot understand how a system of 
finance that gives such results can estab- 
lish ‘‘confidence,’’ and that it can be said 
of it, that it ‘electrified commerce,” unless,, 
like lightning it is meant to kill; or what 
is meant by “paralyzed croakers and little 
skeptics,’”’ unless it is to enslave the peo- 
ple to the bondholders... I am sure Mr. 
Chamberlin does not desire the ruin of our 
people, although the gold standard gives 
that result. The shrinkage of produce and 
merchandise in four months, as above, is 
‘“‘marvelous,” but certainly not ‘‘bouyant.’”’ 
Mr. Cleveland and his adherents promised 
that when the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman law was repealed and the mints 
were closed to silver, unbounded prosperity 
would ‘follow. Has it come to anybody 
but the bondholder, or to any section save 
the east? The south has lost thereby 
in the prices of her products and reduced 
wages by this time $2,000,600,000. Prices 
are going lower and lower all the time. 
Distress, privation and want are increas- 
ing daily. 

We have tried the gold standard for 

three years with closed mints to silver: 
and have had the worst times to the masses 
in the history of the country or since the 
organization of the government. 
_After having taken gold standard physic 
from Drs. Cleveland, Sherman and Car- 
lisle compounded in Wall street so long a 
time, and realizing that it kills, had we 
not’ better change the treatment, and go 
back to Drs. Jefferson, Jackson, and Cal- 
houn, and use the simple remedies (both 
gold and silver), which they prescribed 
and turn our backs on British tyrants as 
they did? 

Dispatches in The Constitution today 
state that on yesterday, in New York, 
cotton goods went down to the lowest 
prices ever known. This is not only true 
as to New York, but they are much lower 
than ever before in the world. This is 
nrost gratifying news to Europe and the 
east, and even to Judge Lawson and a 
few Georgians, but it means poverty and 
distress to our farmers, and oppression 
heaped upon them will recoil upon every 
citizen of the state. If farm products are 
so reduced in price that they can pay 
taxes only, from where is the mer- 
chants’ trade and the manufacturers’ 
orders to come? 

The free coinage of both silver and gold 
will stop this, and will restore prosperity 
and contentment to our poverty-stricken 


-and debt-ridden people.

The success of the silver forces in the 
Kentucky primaries, assuring a free coin- 
age delegation from that state to the Chi- 
cago convention, must destroy the last 
hopes of the gold standard democrats of 
being able to maintain control.of the na- 
tional party organization.

Severallof the mem- 
bers of Cleveland’s official family are quiet- 
ly chuckling at the overthrow of the pres- 
ident’s favorite. Mr. Cleveland has mani- 
fested a very great interest in the contest 
for supremacy within the party on the 
financial question. 

He has sneered at the failure of Secre- 
taries Smith, Herbert and Morton and 
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Postmaster General Wilson to control their 
respective states and pointed to Carlisle 
as a model of a statesman and a potent 
political manipulator. These taunts stung 
the members of the cabinet so that they 
had lost sympathy for’ Carlisle. Herbert 
could not stay the silver tide in a single 
county in Alabama. Smith made a des- 
perate struggle in Georgia, only to dis- 
cover that the longer he battled the 
stronger silver grew. 

Morton succeeded in pulling off a small 
bolt and Wilson’s own home county went 
against him and for silver. The scorned 
nrembers of the cabinet have the satisfac- 
tion of -the company that misery imparts, 
even if they failed to make any impression 
upon /their silver constituents. Carlisle, 
upon whom the president relied to carry 
his financial banner. to victory, is the 
worst beaten man in the whole cabinet.

Address of Mr. Lewis W. Thomes af 
Elberton Yesterday, 


SOME VALUABLE STATISTICS 


Showing What Georgia Is Doing in 
Comparison with Other States, 
An Able Address. 


Elberton, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Lewis W. Thomas, formerly solicitor of the 
eity court of Atlanta, spoke today at El- 
berton, the occasion being the commence- 
ment of the Elberton Collegiate institute, 
Mr. Thomas having been invited to deliver 
the commencement address. He spoke to 
@ very large and appreciative audience. 
His subject was “The Public Schools of 
Georgia—Their Past, Present‘and Future,”’ 
and his address has been very warmly 
eomplimented, 

The Elberton Collegiate institute is one of 
‘he largest educational institutions of 
northeast Georgia, having an attendance of 
three hundred pupils, its president being 
Mr. Walter P. Thomas, 

Hon. John P. Shannon introduced the 
speaker today and Mr, Thomas’s address 
was as follows: 

Mr. Thomas’s Address. 


“The very genesis of human progress is 
education, vitalized by Christianity. The 
highest civilization is inspired by this truth, 
and based upon this eternal fact. Chris. 
tian education is the need of humanity, as 
sunlight is the necessity of human life, and 


the same sovereign law applies to education 
that governs the light, viz, it should be 
free. Enlightened mankind is swiftly con- 
verging to this view and putting it into 
practice, and the next step in this mighty 
evolution upon lines of the spiritually in- 
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MR. LEWIS W. THOMAS. 


<ellectual advancement of the human fam- 
ily is how far shall free education be made 
compulsory? Christian education, abso- 
lutely free and also compulsory to the full- 
est extent, is the vastest and most crucial 
problem of this time; yea, of all time. 


The Gigantic Evolution of the New. 


“The vision of mind and the stride of 
deed into the new are something marvelous. 
The wonders of discovery and development 
Surpass any Arabian tale. That child’s 
book of fiction, the ‘Arabian Nights,’ is 
daily settling into sober history. Its im- 
possibilities are crystalizing into prosaic 
things. The marvels of invention are out- 
stripping the wildest phantasies of the most 
reckless imagination. Every day’s reali- 
ties shame the craziest phases of unbridled 
romance. The limit of brain power is be- 
yond thought, and the scope of its achieve- 
ment baffles estimate. Where science may 
g€0 no one dares forecast. What invention 
may do it is an impossMdlity to say. The 
widening is immeasurable, and the fields of 
study and area of education open boundless 
possibilities. 

“On every line of thought mind is devel- 
oping new domain, and in all arenas of 
practical deed is creating solid things of 
Use and value. Education puts all this 
Vast universe of things and their methods 
and principles in the grasp of humanity, 
and the public school has come to be the 
acknowledged natural and best instrument 
for their mastery. 


The Agency of Highest Civilization. 


“The fact stands sovereign that the pub- 
lic school is the weapon of the world’s 
highest civilization, the very basis of its 
progress to the noblest development of hu- 
man intelligence and goodness, and to the 
fulfillment of its heaven-born and immor- 
tal destiny. The public school is the fixed, 
dominant educational institution of our 
great republic, the greatest government and 
land of all history. It is to this imperial 
factor of our advancement and liberties 
that I propose to devote this brief address. 

“In the steady growth of the _ public 
school system in the United States and the 
varied phases of trial in the many states 
of the union, under all the multiplied differ- 
ences of birth, nationality, rearing, idea, 
Climate and environment, ‘it has been wide- 
ly tested an dthe opportunity it afforded 
for valuable comparison of experience, and 
the elimination of mistakes, with its con- 
stant improvement and strengthening hold 
upon our American people. 

“Tt has shown itself under such varied 
traits to suit the genius of our institutions, 
the spirit of our people and the workings of 
oug free government. It is found to foster 
Our liberty and promote our prosperity. It 
accords with the republican sentiments and 
Practices of our democratic republic. 


A War Product in the South. 


“In Georgia and the south it has been 
one of the products of the war, and while 
there are certain features that do not 
compare favorably with the same features 
of the old anti-war, paid system of school- 
ing, yet as a whole the free school has 
such an advantage over the old paid edu- 
cation that it has replaced it, as better 
Suited to the changed condition wrought 
by the war. The before-the-war private 
school system was noted for its excellent 
teachers. The best talent was drawn and 
held in the profession of teaching by tas 
liberal salaries that were paid; and the 
prosperous farmers were able to keep up 
fine country schools, and there was then 
no expense for colored education. Since the 
War colored tuition has nearly doubled 
the school population, with an impoverish- 
ed people to pay the costs, and little or no 
aid from the new class of pupils. 

“Our people have had to be gradually 
@ducated to free school taxation, and the 
growth of our state school fund has been 
recessarly slow. While the needed co-op- 
eration of county school taxes has made 
little progress, the large cities have or- 
Fanized fine systems of public schools, 
Where good saijiaries have drawn the best 
teaching talent. But(in the state public 
schools the short period of school term 
and the meager pay have precluded the 
most ambitious teaching ability from seek- 
ing this employment. mnetner result to be 
cured is that country p@fople of means, as 
Well as the best teachers, have been driven 
to move to the better city public schools 
for the superior educational advantages ior 
their children. 

“he old regime is gone forever, and 
our southern people must conform to tne 
new. The day of barenial plantations im 
the south has passed; the era of moderate 
farms is upon us. The reed of good coun- 
try public schools is more imperative than 
ever in our southland of marvelous natural 
advantages. 


The North Solved the Problem. 


“Fortunately, our northern brethren have 
SOlved the problem for us in their longer 
and more thorough test of free schooling. 
A plan of county support of our public 
school system must be adopted to add to 
the state fund. The counties must_vigor- 
Ously take hold of the matter and build 
£00d schoolhouses and swell the fund by 
Iccal taxation to have longer school terms, 
and thus give the county teachers the em- 
Ployment that will draw and retain ade- 
quate talent -and experience. 

“The official figures will demonstrate 
and emphasize this matter. The average 
Pay of the teachers under the state school 
System is $130 a year, while the average 
Pay under the city school system is_ $450 
&year. Thecountry child receives but $2.89, 
While the city child gets $12.91 of schooling 
annually. The disproportion is enorrmous 
énd there is little wonder that both count 
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Systems Best.

The State and Local School Systems 
Contrasted. 


“The relative conditions of our general 
and local public school systems ay Geor- 
Sia will be interesting. The whole state 
public school fund in 1894 was $1,268,617 
against $149,464 in 1876, the lowest year of 
the system since its start in 1871. The 
schools number 7,953; pupils 429,496; teachers 
9,342. The common schools number 7,668, 
and city 285, or 1-27: teachers of common 
schools 8,296, and city 1,045, or %: attendance 
of common schools 377,571, and city 51,925, 
or 1-7; and common school fund $1,093,083, 
and city fund $670,509, or 3-5, 

It will be seen that with one-twenty- 
seventh of the number of schools the city 
Systems had one-eighth of the number of 
teachers; 
and three-fifths of the money: besides 
~ soy buildings unsurpassed in the United 

e. 

“The city schools enjoyed only $175,534 of 
the state school fund, supplementing it 
with nearly half a million of other money. 

The gap in parity between the city and 
country systems is so enormous that it 
becomes a colossal problem of. necessity 
for the state’s good, demanding patriot- 
ism and statesmanship of the highest order 
to equalize the educational facilities of the 
commonwealth. Thirty-three of the cities 
of Georgia have established public school 
systems, of their own. Only four of the 
thirty-three have combined with their coun- 
ties, leaving twenty-nine in condition to 


-continue the movement of better general 


education for their counties. 

“The country people have it in their own 
hands. They are in a majority. Let them 
support men for the legislature pledged 
to press a practical, carefully digested 
plan by legislation for better public schools 
for the country. A law requiring each coun- 
ty to raise as much money as it gets from 
the state, as is the case in New York, 
Minnesota, and as to towns in Rhode Is- 
land and Wisconsin, would double the coun- 
try school terms. 


Public Schools North and West. 


“An examination of the public school 
facts of the different northern and west- 
ern states discloses matters very interest- 
ing. New York leads the union in people, 
school children, property, school fund, gen- 
eral and local taxation, and school proper- 
ty, but is second in average attendance 
of pupils, Pennsylvania leading, third in 
length of school term, and fourteenth in 
amount of school:fund for each child, or 
$27.59 against $47.15 for the western state 
of Washington, which has the highest per 
capita in the union, and that with a little 
more than a third of a million of popula- 
tion, has over four millions of school prop- 
erty. Little New Jersey has the longest 
school term of 190 days, and small Rhode 
Island is second, with 188 days, while Ma- 
ryland comes fourth with 184 days, while 
Pennsylvania, next to New York in every 
power of statehood and first in the union 
in the highest average attendance, was 
twenty-third in its per capita of $20.22 per 
head, and thirteenth in length of term of 
155 days. A remarkable showing of school 
enterprise is California with 1,208,130 people. 
and only one-fourth of school population 
of 286,577 school children, yet with a school 
fund of $5,500,00, equally divided between 
general and local tax, the local the largest, 
and school property of over $16,600,000. 

‘Ags a rule the New England states have 
a smaller proportion of school children to 
population than the southern states, the 
rate averaging one-fourth east and one- 
third south, but where those states beat 
the south is in the heavy per capita, rang- 
ing all the way from $15 to $32 per head, 
the local fund running widely from two 
to ten times the state fund, showing the 
home interest of the people in education 
and setting the example and making the 
model for our southern people to follow. 


Public Schools in the South. 


“Tn the south Texas leads, ranking fourth 
in the whole union in her state school fund, 
with school property of $5,500,000. 

“The per capita of the southern states 
tells the whole story—Texas, $11.30; West 
Virginia, $11.00; Kentucky, $10.24; yeorgia, 
$6.18: Alabama, $4.88; Mississippi, $6.42; 
North Carolina, $3.83; South Carolina, $3.25; 
Florida, $8.36; and Tennessee, $4.83. - 
The South’s Cheerful Education of the 

Negro. 

“Tt must be held in mind, however, 
that the entire south has educated the 
colored people in elementary education 
without help from them or others, and 
the state of Georgia has not only given 
the race entire equality in the common 
schools supported by the state and its 
cities, but has a colored normal and in- 
dustrial college, and for years gave equal 
appropriation to the colored university at 
Atlanta and the white state university 
at Athens, until the colored institution by 
a policy in ‘conflict. with law renounced 
the help. In 1894 the state supported 2,727 
colored public schools, with 2,898 teachers, 
and 150,302 pupils, and the cities 19,102 
colored pupils. 

The South’s Practical Friendship for 
the Colored. 


“The sentiment and policy of the south 
have been cordially sympathetic with and 
helpful to its former slaves; and every- 
thing has been done to advance them to 
all the capacities of the most useful citi- 
zenship. The southern course since the 
war in the matter of education has exem- 
plified this humane and friendly spirit, 
and its exercise has been the more notable 


‘because done not only under a unversal 


destruction, and labored restoration of all 
material interests, but amid the embar- 
rassnrents due to the elevation of illiter- 
ates to be voters and rulers. The recent 
great exposition in Atlanta showed strik- 
ingly in the remarkable negro building and 
exhibit, the marked progress of the colored 
people under the fostering care of south- 
ern influence, philanthropy and _ friend- 


ship. 
The Burden of Colored Illiteracy Nobly 
Borne. 


“The vast element of illiteracy added to 
the ignorant foreign and native citizenship 
of the United States at one stroke, and 
demanding immediate use of educating ad- 
vantages from an impoverished south was 
the colossal, Tae: bers financial and public 

blem of that era. 

Phe south met this nobly. This dark 
cloud of illiteracy overshadowed the south, 
and it affected the entire country. Geor- 
gia in 1870 had 53 per cent of its population 
white and 46 per cent black, and 92 per 
cents of its blacks were illiterate. This 
percentage was reduced in 1890 to 67 per 
cent, while Georgia’s white per cent of 
illiteracy in the same year was only 16.3 
per cent, of which 6.4 per cent were 
foreign; increasing her general percentage 
of illiteracy to 39.8 per cent, of which less 
than 10 per cent were white natives. 

“In estimating the burden of this illiter- 
acy upon the south, the achievement of 
carrying it as the south has, can be under- 
stood from the fact that the twelve New 
England and middle states have three 
times as much property as the thirteen 
southern states with about the same popu- 
lation, and therefore that the sanre rate 
of taxation goes only one-third as far, and 
that it requires three times the taxation 
to accomplish the same results. The south

The Free School Providential for the 
South. 


“The public school hag been the provi- 
dential instrumentality of education for 
the south in the altered conditions made 
by the war. Especially is this true in 
regard to the colored people. Under the 
old ivate system of paid schools the 
south could never have borne the burden 
and the education of the black would have 
been a vast national question. 


The Remarkable Evolution of the 
American Free School. 


“The evolution of the public or common 
school in this country has been a very in- 
teresting matter. To Massachusetts be- 
longs credit for it beyond any other state, 
and her work began early in the forties 
under that ablest of men, Horace Mann. 
But its best organization began in 1870. 

“The philosophy of the common school 
is the raising of the poor masses to noble 
living and refining the debased elements of 
population. George William Curtis called 
the American public schools, “The true tem- 
ple of the people,’ and ‘the corner stone of 
the ever loftier and more splendid structure 
of political liberty.’ It is based upon the 
right of every child to a free public edu- 
cation. It is vitalized by the practical 
principle that our national scheme of edu- 
cation should regard the future employ- 
ments of the young in every community, 
and that industrial training is necessary 
if we would not yield to foreign immigrants 
mechanical and artistic employment; while 
industry must be encouraged, and idleness 
suppressed by elevating manual labor to 
its proper rank among human occupations. 

*‘In the history of comfmon school educa- 
tion three distinct steps in the progress of 
public opinion were marked. First, the 
recognition that universal elementary edu- 
cation is a necessity. Second, the certain- 
ty that private and personal efforts are 
unequal ‘to giving universal education. 
Third, the legitimacy and duty of using 
public money for the purpose. 

“The hand must be educated as well as 
the mind. Good workmanship is_ the 
brother of scholarship. Industrial 
knowledge is the child of science. Scien- 
tific methods not only yield the best results, 
but scientific methods of teaching 
secure time for new studies. 
The concentration of teaching _ skill 
in a uniform scneme of schools 
begets new ideas anid methods, and the 
largest and most varied advancement. The 
cummon school and the educational need 
of the masses have led up to the technical 
colleges and every kind of practical busi- 


ness cducaticn agd the literary universities | 


nave been compelled to organize business 
departments. 

‘It must not be supposed that the public 
schools have not been vigorously fought. 
livery step of growth has been opposed. 
But there has been no stopping its pro- 
gress. The conviction daily gains ground 
that free public s«hools are essential to a 
free repubiic. The compulsory feature is 
taking the public mind. Compulsory edu- 
cation has been legalized in the New Eng- 
land states, New York, New Jersey, Texas, 
Nevada and California. 

Great Men’s Indorsement of Common 
Schools. 


“T sannot better close this address than 
by quoting some of the utterances of pre- 
eminent intelligences on this colossal theme 
of free public education. Said Chauncey 
Depew: ‘The marching music of the col- 
umns of liberty must- be,-not the Mar- 
seillaise or the national anthem, but the 
high and harmonious teachings of the com- 
mon school.’ 

“Said Horace . Bushnell: ‘The common 
school is, in fact, an integral part of the 
civil order. These are American, as our 
liberties themselves are American.’ 

“Says Macaulay: ‘I hold that it is the 
right and duty of the state to provide for 
the education of the common people.’ 

‘Says Thcemas Carlyle: ‘Ore voice, the 
voice of Christian humanitarianism, says 
teach aspiration for all that is good and 
noble amd divine; teach it to all, even the 
lowest.’ 

“Horace Mann, the great apostle of com- 
mon school education. whose statue alone, 
and that of Daniel Webster, the champion 
of our constitutional union,’ are honored 
with a place at their state’s capitol, thus 
eloquently proclaims the government’s du- 
ty in this basic matter of our civilization. 
‘As the right of sustenance is of equal 
date with birth, so the right to intellectual 
and moral] training begins at least as early 
as when children are ordinarily sent to 
school.’ ‘At that time, then, by the irre- 
pealable law of nature, every child suc- 
ceeds to so much more of the property of the 
community as is necessary for his educa- 
tion.’ ‘He is to receive this not in the form 
of lands or gold and silver, but in the 
form of knowledge and a training to good 
habits.” ‘Any community, whether national 
or state, that ventures to organize a gov- 
ernment or administer a gcvernment al.- 
ready organized, without making provision 
for the free education of all its children, 
dares the certain vengeance of heaven; 
and in the squalid forms of poverty and 
destitution, in scourges of violence and mis- 
rule, in the heart-destroying corruptions of 
licentiousness and debauchery, and in po- 
litical profligacy and legalized perfidy—in 
all the blended and mutually aggravated 
crimes of civilization and barbarism—will 
be sure to feel tho terrible retribution of its 
delinquency.’ 


Georgia’s Noble Work and Repute. 


“Georgia today stands with the repute of 
being one of the great commonwealths of 
this union. It has won and holds indis- 
puted the title of the ‘Empire State of the 
South.’ It is at the front in material pro- 
gress and Christian civilization. It has 
been a leader in political and moral move.- 
ments. Its men have been pioneers in vital 
crusades of political change and needed 
human refcrm. It has been foremost in 
every struggle for right and liberty. Geor- 
gia’s name has become a synonym for 
progressiveness on right lines in all mo- 
mentous matters. Her statesmen, divines 
and business men of every kind have 
stamped their impress deep, forcibly and 
with lasting good upon every solid interest 
of our whole land, and their brain has 
started eras of benignant revolution in co- 
ossal subjects of human benefit. The  in- 
stances are Many and mcnumental. Wes- 
ley in Georgia launched mighty Methodism 
in America. Whitney in Georgia, by his 
cotton gin, made cotton the giant com- 
mercial and industrial factor of the world. 
Scarborough in Georgia inaugurated ocean 
steamship navigation, and revolutionized 
the commerce Of mankind. Pratt in Geor- 
gia discovered the phosphate as a fertili- 
zer, and Furman originated the intensive 
farming that has wrought a vast revolu- 
tion in redeeming worn out lands, and 
benefiting agriculture. Dr. Crawford W. 
Long, the kinsman of vour honored towns- 
man, discovered anaesthesia that conquered 
pain, and has immeasurably benefited 
mredicine and surgery forever and every- 
where. These are but a few vast things 
for Georgia’s eternal glory. 

“Her mission has come, on her own 
progressive lines, to take up free, public, 
common school Christian education, and 
make Georgia its chief exemplar tn this 
noble republic with its immortal brother- 
hood of sovereign commonwealths.’’

WAS WELL KNOWN IN ATLANTA 
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Assassin Was Arrested and 
Proved To Be a Discharged 
Employe. 


The 


M. T. W. Murphy, who was one of the 
largest exhibitors at the Cotton States and 
International exposition, and who is well 
known both in a social and business way 
in Atlanta, came near meeting instant 
death at the hands of an assassin in New 
Orleans Monday. His escape was miracu- 
lous. An infuriated crank placed a pistol 
against the head of Mr. Murphy and pulled 
the trigger. Mr. Murphy turned his head 
just as the shot was fired and the ball 
crashed through his cheek instead of his 
brain, as the assassin had intended. 

Mr. Murphy was one of the most popu- 
lar exhibitors at the exposition and has a 
host of friends in Atlanta, 

The following from The Times-Democrat 
gives the details of the attempted assassi- 


nation: 

“Henry Monroe, a liquor-crazed crank. 
yesterday attempted to assissinate Mr. T. 
W. Murphy, vice president of the New Or- 
leans Coffee Company, while the latter was 
seated in his private office on Fulton and 
Front streets. Some time ago Monroe was 
discharged from the company’s employ 
for continued drunkenness, and since then 
has sunk lower and lower until today he is 
the worst type of hoodlum. 

“The weapon used by the would-be mur- 
derer was an old style revolver. The shot 
was fired at about 4 o’clock while Mr. Mur- 
rhy was seated at his desk engaged in 
conversation with two young ladies repre- 
senting the company in the capacity of 
salesladies.. Fortunately, Mr. Murphy 
turned his head slightly just as the shot 
was fired, and thus diverted the direction 
of the bullet, which would otherwise hava 
penetrat>d his brain about on a level 
with the ear. As it was the bullet entered 
the left cheek and pursued a downward 
direction, lodging somewhere in the neck. 
Dr. William Parker, who attended Mr. 
Murphy immediate!'y upon his arrival at 
the hospital, whither he was carried in a 
carriage by his business partner, Mr. 
James W. Hearn, said that the wound 
was not at all dangerous, and beyond some 
slight fracture of the jaw was entirely a 
ficsh wound. 

*“‘Monroe seems to be imbued with the 
same fanatical desire to secure notoriety 
that animated Guiteau and the would-be 
assassin of Russell Sage. He is a perfect 
type of the most demoralized criminal. At 
the time of the shooting he was dressed 
in gray trousers and a flannel shirt, thrown 
open at the neck, and in his cell at the 
central police station last night he swag- 
gered round with a profuston of oaths and 
prison slang, shocking: even the most con- 
firmed criminals with his outrageous vol- 
leys of filth and profanity. 

“The moment that he had committed the 
cowardly deed the crank took to his heels 
and ran at top speed down the street. One 

. Of the young ladies ran after him for sev. 
“eral blocks, calling out to the passers-by 

to stop him, as he had just murdered a 
man. 

“When Monroe reached a point on North 

Peters street, just beyond Canal, and in 
front of the establishment of Whitney, Sloo 
& Co., he was recognized and captured by 
two young men in the employ of the firm 
of Delgado & Co., of which Mr. Hearn, 
president of the New Orleans Coffee Com- 
pany, is a member. He was going along 
by the place with wild eyes and the pisto! 
in his hand, and seemed in such a econdi- 
tion of excitement that he was able to 
make but slight resistance to the efforts 
'!-of the young gentlemen who captured and 
disarmed him. A short time afterwards 
two policemem appeared and took the 
trembling assassin in charge. He was con- 
fined in the harbor precinct station and 
subsequently removed to a more secure 
cell in the central police station. 

‘In the meanwhile Mr. Murphy, who was 
bleeding profvsely, sat dowr in a chair and 
awaited assistance. Mr. Hearn ran over 
from Delagdo’s ani in a few moments 
summoned a carriage and drove Mr. Mur- 
phy to the Charity hospital. 

“Within an incredibly short space of 
time after the shooting an immense crowd 
gathered in the street before the New Or. 
leans Coffee Company building, and feeling 
ran high against the dcstardly assassin. 
It was generally believed that the wound 
had been a fatal one, end this was made 
stronger as Mr. Murphy passed out to the 
carriage with the blood pouring from the 
jagged wourd in the side of his head. 

‘‘The news was flashed over the city that 
Mr. Murphy, who is one of the conspicuous 
figures in the business community of New 
Orleans, had been assassinated, and for 
several hours the office was besieged with 
inquiries from anxious friends of the un- 
>: garam gentleman in all parts of the 
city. 

‘“‘At the Charity hosp'tial Dr. Parker made 
an examination of th2 wound and pro- 
rounced it painful, but of no danger. Mr. 
Murphy was driven to his apartments at 
Hotel Pickwick. 

“The would-be assassin is a young man 
appar*ntly under thirty years of age. Chief 
of Police Gaster said last night that the 
' Man was a dangerous crank, and that he 
had had to do with him before in various 
disreputable affairs. He has a very bad 
record, and for some time back has been a 
habitue of the darkest and most notorious 
dives and liquor dens of the city. He ig 
one of. a self-organized band of ruffians 
and fanatics upon whom the police have 
had an eye for some time. Captain Jour- 
nee, of the first precinct, will take the mat.‘ 
ter in hand and represent the prosecution 
on the part of tlre police. The charge now 
recorded against Monroe on the books 1s 
that of shooting with intent to kill, but this 
charge will be changed today to the most 
serious permitted by the statutes. 

“Mr. T. W. Murphy came here from Chi- 
cago some seven years ago, and in connec- 
tion with Mr. James W. Heurn and Mr. 
W. T. Jones established the New Orleans 
Coffee Company, of which he is the vice 
president and general manager.”

“Resolved, That all offers of competi- 
tive plans for the proposed new county 
jail be and are hereby rejected, as they 
require the expenditure of too much money. 

“That this board employ a competent 
architect upon the best terms obtainable 
to prepare plans, specifications and de- 
signs for a new jail. 

“That said architect shall have full au- 
thority to erect a new iail at’a cost not 
to exceed $150,000 in the grass, the same to 
be erected as provided by law. 

“That in building such jail, that it be so 
constructed that additions can. be made 
thereto as the needs of the county may de- 
mand.” 


Tax Must Not Be Raised. 


The commissioners took a decided posi- 
tion yesterday in regard to the tax rate, 
and they say the rate shall not be raised, 
and if there is any change it must be low- 
er next year than it has been this year. 

“My idea of the jail,’’ said Commissioner 
Spalding, “is to erect a structure to meet 
all the present demands of the:-¢ounty, 
and arrange the building so that an addi- 
tional part can be placed to it when the 
county needs more room.

“he thought came to me, what a glorious 
movement it would be if the posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic should take 
up the work of supplying these poor, brave 
fellows with mrodern artificial legs such 
as tue government has properly given to 
our men. Will you not give it a thought’? 
If our cavalry post should seek out a 
cavalry post of confederate veterans and 
so equip its legless men it would be a 
triumph grander than those of war.

Paulding witnessed this parade was At- 
lanta. General Paulding is a son of the 
late Admiral Paulding, of the United States 
navy, and is named after Commodore 
Tattnall, of Georgia, who was a classmate 
and intimate friend of his father.

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WR. BALDWIN'S WORK 


Vice President Baldwin Is Picking Up 
Traffic Details, 


HAS AN IMMENSE JOB ON HAND 


Seems To Be Generalizing the Work 
of Both Departments—Traffic 
People Like the Change. 


During his visit to Atlanta this week 
Vice President Baldwin spent a large part 
of his time with the traffic officers. He is 
going over the system getting acquainted 
with the traffic chiefs and their work. 
Since the retirement of Mr. Finley, Mr. 
Baldwin has everlooked the traffic depart- 
ment as well as the transportation ent of 
the company. Presideht Spencer is still in 
England with Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan and 
the second vice president is the virtual 
head of the road. 

When it was first announced that Mr. 
Baldwin would have charge of the traffic 
there. was curiosity to know when he 
would find time to give it his attention. 
He was already absorbed in the transpor- 
tation department., But he appears to 
have systematized the transportation de- 
partment and to have let go many of the 
strings of details which he held. He has 
always kept up with the detail work of the 
transportation department and he was fly- 
ing about over the system from one end 
to the other, first in Washington and then 
on the banks of the Mississippi. He had 
precious little time for any sub-officer. 
When he struck a division he would have 
so many things to look into and there 
would be so many people waiting to inter- 
view him that he was Kept on a rush all 


the time. One division superintendent said, 


that he had not had ten minutes talk with 
the vice president in six months. Here in 
Atlanta he always had questions enough 
awaiting him ‘to hold his attention for 
twice the full time he remained. Often 
he would be on the road fifteen to twenty 
days in the month. 

Since he has taken the supervision of the 
traffic, he seems to be generalizing the 
work gore. He is going into the details 
now, apparently for the purpose,.of famil- 
iarizing himself with the methods and the 
business, He was a traffic man before he 
came to the Southern and it is a familiar 
field to him, although he never handled 
such an immense volume of traffic as the 
Southern. carries. He is quick as lightning 
to catch on and is getting a grasp on the 
freight and passengér business. He has 
the operating department down. fine and 
it is very likely that when Mr. Spencer 
comes back, he will discover that there is 
no necessity to fill the third vice presiden- 
cy by an appointment, but just let both 
departments continue to report to the sec- 
ond vice president. It is very plain that 
the men in the traffic department like Mr. 
Baldwin. He is popular with them as with 
the employes of the operating department, 
and they hope that the present organiza- 
tion will continue. 


THE TRANSPORTATION CLUB. 


New York Has an Organization Which 
Will Be Pleasant for Visitors. 
The Transportation Club of New York 
will be opened in the fall. Chauncey Depew 
is president. The Trausportation Club was 
designed to be a club for the accomoda- 
tion of persons connected with the railroad 
and other business interests gathered about 
the grand central station, but its consti- 
tution has been framed upon “the broad 
basis of admitting any congenial sentle- 
man to membership.’’ Its quarters are on 
the top floor of the new fourteen-story 
Hotel Manhattan, at Forty-second street 
and Madison avenue. That floor will be 
reached by an express elevator reserved 
for the exclusive use of club members and 

their friends. 

The decorating of the rooms will cost 
$12,000. The constitution provides that the 
membership limit shall be 300 resident and 
200 non-resident members. The annual dues 
of resident members are $60, and of non- 
resident members $30. The membership 
limit will almost be reached before the open- 
ing of the clubrooms, and the , income 
from dues will amount to nearly $24,000 per 
annum, which will be available for cur- 
rent expenses. The club has taken a ten 
years’ lease of its lofty quarters, and will 
pay $12,000 for the first year and $15,000 for 
each of the nine years following. It is 
designed to make this ¢lub a favorite stop- 
ping place for out-of-town railroad men 
who frequently come to New York for a 
tay or two. One of the most attractive 
features of the new club is the provision 
for the, @ntertainment of lady guests. 
There will be a separate entrance and 
parlor for the use of the ladies, and the 
dining room to be set apart for their spe- 
cial use will be a model of its kind.

THE CASE GOES UP 


Rowe’s Sentence of Ten Years Appealed 
to the Supreme Court. 


THE NEWS OF THE COURTS 


The Hanye Case Will Be Argued in 
the Supreme Court on the 15th 
of June. 


J. J. Rowe, convicted on the charge of 
perjury and sentenced to ten years in 
the penitentiary, will not be carried ta 
the camps for at least several weeks. 

Yesterday his attorneys, Austin & Parks, 
filed a bill of exceptions, which . carries 
the case into the supreme court, where it 
will be argued in a short time. 

At the trial Tuesday his attorneys filed 
a demurrer to the indictment on a number 
of grounds, but the demurrer was over- 
ruled by Judge Candler. The attorneys in 
the case now propose taking the judgnrent 
on the demurrer to the supreme court by 
a straight bill of exceptions, and have 
the decision of Judge Candler on the 
points of the demurrer reviewed and deter- 
mined by the highest court. 

Among others, the indictment was de- 
murred to on the grounds that’ the in- 
dictment failed to charge thaj the af- 
fidavit was made in the Myers case. 

It is also charged that the indictment 
did not aliege that John B. Wheat had 
any authority to administer 4n oath and 
did not- charge that Mr. Wheat was a4 
notary public. Eleven other- points were 
made in the demurrer, all of which will be 
recited before the judge of the supreme 
court. 

Rowe made the affidavit which caused 
him his trouble just.after Will Myers was 
convicted for the second time on the charge 
of murder.- Rowe stated in the affidavit 
that he was sitting in the gallery with L. 
N. Mercier, an attorney, and as the jury 
filed into the jury room, they saw Colonel} 
Glenn shake hands with a member of the 
jury. Rowe and Mercier were both in- 
dicted by the grand jury, but Mercier is 
still at large, although the governor’s re- 
ward is still outstanding. 

Sixteen witnesses, including the Myers 
jury, swore that the affidavit was false, 
and Rowe's conviction followed . 

Hanye’s Fate Unknown. 

The case of Arthur Hanye, which was 
appealed from the criminal superior court 
several weeks ago, will be argued in the 
supreme court on the 15th. 

The case was carried up on a last bill 
of exceptions, as the attorneys for the 
defense objected to the verdict of the lower 
court. 

Judge Hammond has been retained for 
the defense and is associated with Mr. 
James W. Austin, who conducted the case 
through the superior court. 


Will Go to the Asylum. 

Mrs. Mary E. Moss, who was adjudged 
to be insane last week, will be carried to 
the state lunatic asylum as soon as ar- 
rangements can be, made for her care in 
that institution. 

Estelle Mitchell, a negro woman now in 
the county jail, will also be taken down 
at the same time. She is said to be 
hopelessly insane, and at times is con- 
sidered to be dangerous.

Cap Joyner Has Been Invited To Attend 
the Firemen’s Tournament. 


IS GIVEN LEAVE OF ABSENCE 


Board of Firemasters Think He Might 
Gain Much Useful Knowledge 
by the Trip. 


R. Joyner, the chief of the 
has been hon- 
grand 


Captain W. 
fire department of Atlanta, 
ored with an invitation to attend the 
international fire tournament and exhibi- 
tion, to be held at the Royal Agricultural 
hall, London, from June 19th to 27th. 

New York and Atlanta are the only two 
cities in the United States that have receiv- 
ed invitations to send their chiefs as repre- 
sentatives of their respective cities. The 
honor is a flattering one and the fact that 
Atianta’s chief was chosen from among 
so many other chiefs shows that Atlanta’s 
fire chief is recognized as one of the ablest 
in the union. 

‘he invitation was received by “Cap” 
Joyner some time in March, but he said 
nothing about the matter, not desiring to 
have it thought that he wanted to spend 
the city’s money uselessly. At the tourna- 
ment there will be fire chiefs from all parts 
of the world and it will be the largest 
interrational gathering of firemen ever 
held. The tournament will take place be- 
tween picked teams from fire departments 
all over Europe and the United States and 
will be the most interesting and largest 
thing of the kind ever held in the history 
of the world. 

The invitation received by Cap Joyner 
is as follows: 

“Guilford, England, Miarch 19, 1896—.Mr. 
W. R. Joyner, Chief of Fire Department, 
Atlanta, Ga., U. S. A. Dear Sir: I am di- 
rected by the executive council of the Na- 
tional Fire Brigades Union, England, to 
cordially invite yau to attend the grand 
international fire tournament and exhibi- 
tion, to be held at the Royal Agricultural 
hall, London, June 19 to 27, 189%, when 
representatives from all parts of the world 
have promised to attend, and without excep- 
tion will be the largest international gath- 
ering of firemen ever held. My committee 
are anxious to have all arrangements made 
as perfect as possible at an early date, and 
have, therefore, instructed Mr. G. L. Beas- 
ley to proceed to the United States at once, 
in order to make the necessary arrange- 
ments for the comfort of delegates and 
shipment of exhibits and teams. I ‘shall, 
therefore, be glad to have your early reply. 
Yours faithfully, 

“HORACE S. FOLKER, 
“General Honorable Secretary.” 
Board Met Tuesday. 

On the 7th of May Mayor King received 
a letter from Secretary H. H. Hills, of the 
International Association of Fire Chiefs, 
requesting that Chief Joyner be sent to 
London to represent the fire department of 
the south as well as the International As- 
sociation of Fire Chiefs. The only other 
chiefs in America who have received per- 
sonal invitations to attend the tournament 
in London are Chief Bonner, of New York, 
and Chief Benoit, of Montreal, Canada. 

When Mayor King received the letter 
from Secretary Hills he wrote to Chief 
Joyner and gave him the authority to call 
a special meeting of the board of fire mas- 
ters to consider the question of his accept- 
ing the invitation. <A letter was also sent 
Albert Howell by the mayor 
requesting him to bring the matter before 
the meeting of the board and give it all 
the consideration possible. 

The board met Tuesday morning at 
10 o'clock in the office of Chief Joyner and 
the first question that came before them 
was in regard to accepting the invita- 
tion by Cap Joyner. Every member of the 
board was thoroughly in favor of the invi- 
tation being accepted and resolutions were 
adopted giving Chief Joyner. a thirty-day 
leave of absence and telling him to go to 
London. By special request of the chief 
the resolutions were modified and the mat- 
ter left entirely with him, and if he sees 
fit to make the trip the board of firemas- 
ters will give him the leave of absence. 

The board of fire masters expressed them- 
selves as feeling greatly gratified at the 
honor done Atlanta by inviting her chief 
to. be one of the two in the United States 
to be present by special invitation. 

What the Chief Thinks. 

“T never was placed in such a position in 
my life,’’ said Cap Joyner yesterday morn- 
ing. ‘The board of firemasters seem to 
be unanimously in favor of my making the 
trip, but I don’t care to spend the city’s 
money unnecessarily, and unless the trip 
will be beneficial to the city I shall not 
make it. Of course, I would be more than 
glad to take the trip, but in a matter of 


' this kind, when I am working for the in- 


terests of the city, I must lay my personal 
feelings aside. 

“From all that I can learn of the meet- 
ing it will in all probability be a great 
benefit to the city to have me attend. All 
of the most important fire chiefs of the 
world will be present and interesting dis- 
plays of fire extinguishers will be made. 
The tournaments will be more than inter- 
esting and will show us American chiefs 
how fire is fought in England. 

“I have written to New York for informa- 
tion on the subject of the convention and 
will make my decision when the answer 
to my letters arrive. If I see that the trip 
will prove beneficial to the city of Atlanta, 
I may accept the invitation and sail for 
London on June 10th. If, on the other hand, 
the matter is presented to my mind in the 
shape of a frolic I will decline to acc ept the 
invitation. While a trip to England would 
please me beyond measure, at the same 
time I would not go on a frolic at the ex- 
pense of the city.”’
